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88 SURA N CES upon lire, in the Agurances. 
moſt general acceptation, are, where 23 
one party, in conſideration of a certain 

ſum either paid in hand, or to be paid annually 

by another party, aſſures to that other party the 

payment of a much larger ſum, after the de- 

ceaſe of the perſon upon whoſe life the aſſurance 

s made. And theſe aſſurances are grounded 

upon the expectancy of the continuance of life, 
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which, although the lives of men, ſeparately 
taken, are uncertain, yet in a number of lives 
is reducible to a certainty; the length of ſome 
compenſating for the ſhortneſs of others. 


But as it is not in the power. of any individual 
to ſay how long he hath to live, prudent men, 
unable otherwiſe to provide ſufficiently for thei 
families or relations, have been ever ready to 
embrace an opportunity of deriving from the 
long life, of others a remedy againſt thoſe incon- 
veniencies, which might be conſequent upon the 
ſhortneſs of their own; and have from time to 
time united themſelves into ſocieties for this pur- 
pole; and by fetting apart a ſmall portion of 
their preſent income, have been enabled, in ſome 
meaſure, to continue (after their deceaſe) to their 
families the benefits which reſulted from their 
ſeveral profeſſions, places, or employment, 

whilſt they lived. 


The advantages ariſing from aſſurances upon 


lives may be cenfidered, firſt, as they, concern 


the perſons themſelves who are aſſured; ſecond- 
ly, as they concern their families (or others) 
after their deceaſe; thirdly, as they concera the 


perſons who make — upon t the lives of 


others. 
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As to the firſt, by aſſigning the policy of ſuch 
ifurance a perſon may raiſe money who has no 
other way of raiſing it; or if he can give but a 
fender ſecurity, this may be given as collateral 
in aid of his own, | 


They who cannot conveniently diſcharge their 
debts, may, by a like aſſignment, ſecure to their 
creditors the payment thereof after their own 
deceaſe, and thereby obtain a freſh credit. 


Tenants for life, perſons intitled in reverſion 
or remainder, may likewiſe obviate the objection 
uſually made againſt a ſecurity which muſt ne- 
ceffarily. become void on their deceaſe ; and by 
making aſſurance on their own lives, and aſſign- 
ing the policy, be enabled to give an ame, 
tionable ſecurity to a lender. 

As to the ſecond, by a like alignment, a man 
intending to marry may be enabled to make a 
{cttlement on a wife and their iſſue : for inſtance, 
It frequently happens that a young perſon in 
trade is required, in conſequence of a moderate 
fortune to be received on marriage, to make a 
ſuitable ſettlement; and as it may be very incon- 
venient for him to ſpare any ſum out of trade, 
he is, by making an aſſurance on his life, and 
aligning the policy to truſtees for the benefit of 
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ficers, manufacturers, and others, upon whoſe

the wife and children, enabled to make ſuch 
ſertlement. 


By ſuch aſſurances, clergymen, counſellors, 
phyſicians, ſurgeons, attornies, perſons holding 
places in public and private offices, traders, arti- 


lives the ſubſiſtence of their families may chiefly 
depend, are enabled, for a ſmall annual ſum, 
to make ſome proviſion for ſuch families, after 
their own deceaſe; and thereby preſerve them 
from diſtreſſes, to which they might otherwiſe 
be —— 


As to the third, They who FRED on widows 
with jointures, or on others who have penſions or 
ſalaries, may, by making aſſurance on the lives 

of the perſons intitled to ſuch incomes, provide 


for themſelves after the deceaſe of thoſe on whom 
they ſo depend. 


Alſo perſons who are poſſeſſed of any ſalary, 
penſion, or benefaction, during their maſter's or 
patron's life, |

N. B. Every member of the ſociety, aſſured 


for the whole continuance of life, has a 
rateable intereſt in the claim, which will 
become due at the death; and this in- 
tereſt increaſes in value yearly, till, at 


the extremity of life, it amounts to the 


ſum aſſured; therefore if, through un- 
foreſeen misfortunes, any perſons aſſured 


with the ſociety, ſhould themſelves ſtand 


in need of that aſſiſtance which was in- 
tended” for their ſurviving families, they 
will eaſily find a purchaſer for their in- 
tereſt in the claim; and that at a price 
ſo much greater, as they ſhall, at the 
time of alienation, be more advanced in 
years. And in order to defeat any ſiniſter 
view, and to prevent thoſe unfair advan- 
tages, which under ſuch circumſtances an 
avaricious purchaſer might be apt to take, 


the ſociety will, upon application, be- 
come the purchaſers of ſuch an intereſt at 


a fair price.

We come now to thoſe upon ſurvivorſhips 

which kind of aſſurance, although it may ſeer 

of leſs general utility, yet it is not ſo abſolutely 

confined to the ſervice of individuals, but that its 

uſes may be extended in a very beneficial manner 
to many families. 
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For, hereby any perſon who, upon the death 
of another, is intitled to an eſtate, annuity, le- 
gacy, - office, place, or preferment, may, upon 
aſſuring his-own life againſt ſuch other perſon, 
raiſe a ſum of money in preſent for his own ute 
or ſecure an equivalent for the benefit of his fa 
mily, and this at a very ſmall expence, eſpecially 
where the life of the aflured i is younger than that 
of the poſſeſſor, os. 


Not leſs advantageous are theſe aſſurances to 
him who enjoys a leaſe or an annuity for the joint 


own life againſt the other, he may, at a {mal 
expence, ſecure the benefit of ſuch leaſe or an 


nuity for his own life, or a ſum: of money equi 
valent thereto.
